The New York World 
speaks plainly of what the action of 
the United States on tariff revision 
will lead to. It says: 

It is high time for the Republican 
leaders in Washington to stop long 
enough in a mad scramble for increas 
ed tariff duties to see where their 
plans are taking us. The present tar¬ 
iff agitation is not only counteracting 
any positive effects that may have 
been achieved by Mr. Hoover’s good¬ 
will tour among opr neighbors to the 
south; it is plainly having equally un¬ 
desirable effects on the good will of 
our neighbor in the north. If the tar¬ 
iff spokesman have their way there 
will be a virtual embargo on Canada’s 
exports of foodstuffs and raw mater¬ 
ials to the United States. This pos¬ 
sibility has already started a discus¬ 
sion over the /border of retallatory 
measures. Canada is now our best 
consumer. Her recent purchases of 
our products have placed her ahead of 
Great Britain in this respect. But 
these purchases will not hold up if the 
high tariff advocates get what they 
are after. Canadian imports amount 
to only a drop in the bucked when 
compared with our total domestic con 
sumption, but to their producers the 
loss of his market will mean disaster. 
It will not Lie necessary for these pro 
ducers to organize a boycott against 
American goods. With our tariff 
rates sufficiently high they have to 
refrain involuntarily from buying. 


MONEY IN INTENSIVE DAIRYING 


An authority on economics has 
made the statement that: “Never 
again need we expect a price for our 
products so high that we can afford 
to farm carelessly.” Something to 
think about there. During the Great 
War and after, there was a period 
when almost anyone could maek mon¬ 
ey farming. The careless farmer was 
prosperous as well as the more care¬ 
ful member of the community, but the 
latter had the more sizeable bank bal¬ 
ance. Since the deflation the careless 
farmer has been having a hard time 
of it and the careful man has been 
complaining but nevertheless making 
a living.

The payment is 12 cents a bush¬ 
el on wheat grades one to five and on

the sum of $2,289,446.46 on 18,408,000 
| bushels of wheat and 703,760 bushels 
! of flax and rye. 

The Alberta pool payment of $&,- 
bushels of wheat and 3,165,500 bush- 
410,035.12 .is on a fifty-five million 
bushel of wheat total. Total amount 
distributed is $26,198,923.92. 


ASQUITH’S MEMOIRS 

Asquith’s memoirs are not as a 
whole, well written but the chapters 
that show preparation are decidedly 
good. He was a man built some- 
. what after Gladstone’s style but 
without Gladstone's flair for right¬ 
eousness. In his book he recalls 
what Kihgfake said about the G.O.M. 
“He was a good man—in the worst 
sense of the term.’’ Gladstone’s vis¬ 
ion never failed him. He could al- 
'ways discern the divine hand of Prov¬ 
idence directing him in the very direc 
tion he wanted to go. There are men 
aplenty in Canada who have the same 
faculty. We learned this some years 
ago when church union was an issue. 

Even John Bright girded at Glad¬ 
stone’s unctuous recitude, and the 
fervor he displayed in urging a poli¬ 
cy which he opposed with equal fer¬ 
vor a short time? before. It annoyed 
another of his supporters even more. 
It was Henry Labouchere, who said 
he did not object to the right honour, 
able gentleman having an extra ace 
>up his sleeve, but he did object to his 
pretence that the Lord placed it there. 

Asquith’s estimate agrees with 
contemporary opinion that Gladstone 
was a man of vast intellectual power 
who exercised a tremendous influence 
for several generations. Asquith him¬ 
self was able to exercise similar au¬ 
thority for one generation. Like 
Gladstone, he was a scholar, and be¬ 
guiled his leisure (where he got it is 
a marvel) in the reading of books, of 
all sorts, including excursions into 
Greek and Latin authors. Unlike 
Gladstone, he never plunged into 
theological controversy. Gladstone 
would tackle anything and was for¬ 
midable in disputation. 

Laurier once told the writer that 
there was no room in political life 
for resentments, and he was singu¬ 
larly free fTom them. He had a few 
of them, nevertheless, though not for 
long. Asquith had much of the spirit 
of Charles James Fox who was incap¬ 
able of cherishing ill-will. In his 
book he speaks kindly and apprecia¬ 
tively of foes and friends, but when 
he was deposed from the Premiership 
the iron entered his soul and he never 
quite forgave Lloyd George and sev¬ 
eral others whom he suspected of 
treachery. 

In connection ..with the leader of a 
defeated Ministry, the word “down¬ 
fall” is frequently used. Why it 
should be is not understandable when 
we consider that it is the common 
fate of all Ministries and of almost 
all Prime Ministers, and when we 
know that during his period of power 
he often longed to be relieved and to 
get away from the turmoils and vex¬ 
ations of public life and hobbies. It 
would be a misuse of the word were 
it not that defeat carries with it a 
harvest of hearthburnings. Men 
whom he has made perhaps, men, at 
any rate, whom he has trusted and 
favored, join with the foe to encom¬ 
pass his defeat, and the iron sears his 
soul. There’s no serenity proof 
against this. 

Asquith made a valiant but disas¬ 
trous attempt to come back. He was 
routed by Lloyd George’s Coalition. 
That, opened the scars. But if he 
had come back. What of it? He 
could not be more than Prime Minis¬ 
ter and he had been that before, ana 
for a longer consecutive period than 
any other in the past century.

Britain’s avowal of the right dur¬ 
ing war to search neutral vessels for 
contraband is the moving cause of 
American demand for “freedom of 
the seas” and a larger navy to pro¬ 
cure that freedom, yet the United 
States themselves demand the right 
to “visit” neutral ships under similar 
purposes and they exercised that right 
during the Civil War and in the late 
war after April 1917.

The use of. better seed grain will 
again be emhasized for the coming 
spring throughout Alberta as a re¬ 
sult of the efforts of the comittee re¬ 
cently appointed by Hon. George 
Hoadley, Minister of Agriculture, 
from representatives of a number of 
the better farming interests of the 
province. Following a similar cam¬ 
paign which ■ as conducted last seas¬ 
on, a very marked improvement was 
noted in the quality of seed used for 
the 1928 crop and^/t is hoped that 
this improvement can be still further 
increased in 1929. A number of ra¬ 
dio addresses are being arranged and 
through the courtesy of th e {Jr«xs a 
number of articles written by prom¬ 
inent grain growers will -be given 
wide circulation bringing to the at¬ 
tention of farmers a number of de¬ 
fects in seed grain which should be 
avoided if their crops are to give the 
best possible yield. The efforts of the 
committee will be centred on the per¬ 
iod from March 11 to 16, which will 
be known as “Better Seed Week.” 
The personnel of the committee in¬ 
cludes H. A. Craig, Deputy Minister 
of Agriculture, Chairman; D. A. Mc- 
Cannel, Publicity Commissioner, Sec 
retar.y; Major H. G. L. Strange, rep¬ 
resenting the Canadian Seed Growers' 
Association and D. H. Galbraith, M. 
L.A., and Don Bark, representing the 
Alberta Seed Growers’ Association; 
G. ml. Stewart of the Dominion Seed 
Branch; F. H. Reed of the Dominion 
Experimental Farms;Dr.A.S. Aamodt 
University of Alberta, and W. J. 
Stephen, Provincial Field Crops Com¬ 
missioner. 


The value of Alberta sugar beet 
crop in 1928 is placed at $241,900 ac¬ 
cording to figures compiled by the De 
partment of Agriculture. Some 5,200 
acres of beets were harvested yield¬ 
ing an average of 7.22 tons per acre 
which will bring growers an estimat¬ 
ed return of $7.75 per ton. Officials 
of the Canadian Sugar Factories Lim 
ited report a steadily growing inter¬ 
est in this industry in the southern 
part of the province and predict that 
[the acreage planted in 1929 will~con- 
i siderably exceed that of last year.

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BEER RESOLUTIONS 

Premier Brownlee Answers Petition¬ 
ers re Liquor Act.

Premier Brownlee expressed him¬ 
self as very frankly of the opinion 
that sentiment was swinging back to¬ 
ward a tightening up of liquor legis-. 
lation and particularly was it grow¬ 
ing against the beer parlor as it ex¬ 
ists today. 

“It is just as fatal for a govern¬ 
ment to move too soon and secure the 
support of only a slight majority, as 
not to move when public sentiment is 
ripe,” said the premier. “Stmg pub¬ 
lic sanction is epcessary fop the suc¬ 
cess of any liquor legislation, it is 
the government’s business to watch 
the growth of public sentiment close¬ 
ly and in the meantime to enforce the 
existing law as thoroughly as possi¬ 
ble.” 

The first resolution asked the with¬ 
drawal of alchohol from the list of 
beverages. To this the premier said 
the government was in entire sym¬ 
pathy with any limit of the sale of al¬ 
cohol for legitimate purposes, but it 
could not be abolished entirely. He 
promised investigation on this point. 

With regard to the second resolu¬ 
tion, a petition for the abolition of all 
beer halls and all club and canteen li¬ 
censes, the premier said that the abol 
ition of the beer halls raised the ques¬ 
tion of the floating population that in¬ 
sisted on securing liquor of some 
kind, and might be driven to the boot¬ 
legger if deprived of the beer hall. He 
repeated the warning issued recently 
from the floor of the legislature that 
if there is not an improvement in the 
way beer halls are conducted in the 
province the government will be forc¬ 
ed by a growing tide of public opin¬ 
ion to take some action to close them. 

The premier too k T ti rect issue with 
the resolution asking the government 
to amend the direct legislation act so 
that only one question would be put 
at a time to the electorate and that a 
clear cut issue. The Premier pointed 
out that to do this would mean taking 
several votes to ascertain the will of 
the people by plesiscite at great ex¬ 
pense. He thought the public suffic¬ 
iently intelligent to vote on several 
questions in one plebiscite if they 
were clearly worded. > 

The same objection as that against 
abqlishing the beer- parlors was ad¬ 
vanced against the resolution asking 
for early closing of the vendors stores 
In reply to the request that liquor ad 
vestising in newspapers be prohibited 
the premier pointed out that this 
would work a hardship on the Alberta 
newspapers as the government had no 
power to stem the tide of advertising 
which enters the province from out¬ 
side. 

There is before the house at pres¬ 
ent an act providing for the licensing 
of auto drivers which contains dras¬ 
tic powers foj- the cancellation of li¬ 
censes in cases where an automobile 
driver is under the influence of liquor. 
Premier Brownlee pointed out in re¬ 
ply to another request that to exam¬ 
ine every applicant for a license as to 
whether or not he drinks liquor ami 
if enough to make it unsafe for him 
to drive a car was obviously a physi¬ 
cal impossibility. 

The <premier agreed readily to the 
request that the liquor profits be not 
earmarked saying that the govern¬ 
ment had steadfastly taken this atti¬ 
tude. Unless the sale of liquor was re¬ 
duced to cost prices which in his opin 
ion would be a had thing for the gen¬ 
eral public. There must be liquor 
profits, but the government would not 
agree to these profits being allocated 
to any specific purpose. 

The government had many other 
projects of a more pressing nature 
such as hospitalization for the insane, 
care of the mentally defective and 
provision of sanitariums for the tuber 
cular, to undertake operations of an 
open home for inebriates asked for by 
the delegation sai(j,thepremier. Person 
ally he was not convinced that this 
need was as pressing as the delega¬ 
tion urged. In conclusion the delega¬ 
tion expressed their thanks for the 
full and courteous hearing and expres 
sed their confidence that the govern¬ 
ment is enforcing present legislation 
as well as any government could be 
expected to do. 


NEW INDUSTRY PROMISED 

Another new industry of consider¬ 
able importance is promised for Ed¬ 
monton in the announcement made 
during the past week that Messrs. 
Dingwell and Dixon have purchased 
property in this city for the erection 
of a plant to be known as the Stand¬ 
ard Iron Wojjcs. Construction will be 
started shortly on the plant which 
when in full opeartion will employ 
some sixty men. 

INSTITUTES OF CO-OPERATION 


Arrangements are now being made 
to hold Institutes of Co-operation at 
three points in the province in 1929 
similar to that conducted in Edmon¬ 
ton last season. Lethbridge, Olds and 
Vermilion have been selected as suit¬ 
able Points for these meetings which 
will be held during the week of June 
24 to 29. The services of a number 
of outstanding authorities on various 
phases of co-operative activity have 
been secured to address these meet¬ 
ings and to bring to the attention of 
Alberta farmers recent developments 
in co-operative work in many sections 
of the continent. 


NEWS OF INTEREST 

Latest statistics published show the 
province’s honey production of 1928 
at 336,000 pounds, with a value of 
$67,200. 

Tlie resolution to make Armistice 
day the official Thanksgiving day 
for Canada instead of first Monday 
in November, was defeated by the 
House of Commons last week.

Hon. Jas. Robb, minister of finance, 
recently announced the appointment 
of Frank X. Jacobs of DeWinton, Al¬ 
berta, to the vacancy bn the tariff 
advisory board. Mr. Jacobs is a far¬ 
mer and succeeds Hon. I). G. McKen¬ 
zie, who resigned' to enter the provin¬ 
cial government of Manitoba. 

Alberta industries paid out $44,281, 
000 in wages in 1928, so Walter Smit¬ 
ten, commissioner of labor reports. 
The number of firms operating was 
1,528 and they employed 33,094 males 
and 4,23 females over 18 years of 
age. The report states that there is 
a shortage of women wbrkers. 

Sugar beets proved the best-paying 
crop in the Taber-Barnwell irrigation 
district last year, returning an aver¬ 
age of $65.59 per acre. Alfalfa came 
second with $25.85 per acre and 
wheat third with $23.27. The average 
production per acre in the project was 
worth $28.97. 

Home Number One well in the Tur¬ 
ner Valley came into production tlie 
other day with an output believed to- 
be in the neighborhood of' 750 barrels 
of naptha with some 2,7,000,000 cubic 
feeT of gas. This is considered by the 
trade as an indication of the possibil- 
4ties of the south end of the field, 
where naptha has not been obtained 
before. 

The Lake of the Woods Milling 
Company, through its subsidiary, the 
Inter-City Baking Company, has pur¬ 
chased the Golden West Baking Com¬ 
pany and the Mitchell Sanitary Bak¬ 
ing Company of Calgary. .It is said 
that th e Lake of the Woods Milling 
Company contemplate erecting a new- 
building in Calgary, in which the two 
concerns will be combined. 

A behuty hint writer says that wo¬ 
man should aim to be “svelte in their 
deportment.” We have often thought 
annual report submitted to the Board 
of Trade by C. B. McKee, retiring 
president. It is pointed out in this 
report that there have been new man¬ 
ufacturing plants located in Regina 
during the year and that four others 
have definitely decided to locate here. 
Twenty-two commercial houses have 
opened branches in Regina as well as 
six financial institutions. Seven 
plants, already in Regina, have ex¬ 
tended their premises considerably. 

Dr. A. C. Rutherford, Chancellor 
of the University of Alberta, presided 
at a banquet in Athabasca Hall, Ed¬ 
monton last week, given by the short 
course studnts of the faculty of ag¬ 
riculture of the University. Other 
speakers were Dr. R.C. Wallace, presi 
dent of the University, Mr. H. A. 
Craig, deputy minister of agriculture, 
Mr. Hagerman of Vulcan, who spoke 
for the students as southern represen 
tative, Mrs. Taylor of Peace River, 
spoke for the northern section and 
Mr Ellet, representative of Central 
Alberta for students of that district. 
In the course of the evening a beau¬ 
tiful electric clock was presented to 
the faculty in token of appreciation 
of the short course students. The 
presentation was made by Mr. Hay- 
thorne. 

Although tlie Prime Minister and 
the leader of the Opposition support¬ 
ed Mr Cahon’s proposal for a recon¬ 
sideration of the question of titles in 
Canada, parliament summarily re¬ 
jected it. The usual argument was 
advanced that titles are foreign to 
the genius of a democracy, a state¬ 
ment that is totally untrue. Man’s 
love of titles and decorations is not 
the least important factor in the 
spread of fraternal societies. To 
these titles and decorations all may 
aspire, but only a few need hop P for 
knighthoods or baronetcies. That is 
the difference, and the only difference 
between the tw-o classes of distinc¬ 
tion. If those members really believe 
that titles and decorations are re¬ 
pugnant to the people at large, let 
them test it out by prohibiting the 
use of titles and decorations by fra¬ 
ternal orders. The real reason why 
we are opposed to titles of honor or 
distinction gfanted by the King is 
that we are not likely to be offered 
one and are conscious that they have 
been conferred upon others not quite 
worthy, in our estimation. That is 
the truth. The cant is that people do 
not like stars and garters and rib¬ 
ands and high-sounding titles. They 
do.

HART-PARR DEMONSTRATION j 

Another of the factory demonstra¬ 
tions, which have been so popular: 
recently, fook place in Vulcan on 
Wednesday, February 27th. 

On this occasion the school was 
under the charge of Ilart-parr repre¬ 
sentatives and was arranged by 
Stukey’s Service Station where the 
chased. 

Mr. Bert Smith was in charge of 
the school, With Mr. Robert Cressman ’ 
as mechanical expert. 

Mr. Smith lectured - in conjuction 1 
with a film showing the growth of 
the tractor industry since its birth 
some thirty years ago, and as the 
Hart-Parr were the pioneers of. the 
tractor industry this picture was edu- 
I cational to a special degree, as it, 
showed all the different types of trac- ^ 
I tor built by the firm, also those ex-! 
perimented with. Among these wer^ | 
the four cylinder vertical, and four j 
cylinder horizontal, also the two cylin- j 
dor vertical, and the type which has ] 
now been in use for more than ten I 
years with the greatest satisfaction, i 
As Mr. Smith was a recent visitor to ] 
the factory he was able to explain; 
the different machines and their oper¬ 
ation, also how the efficiency of the 
company's workmen, together with 
the latest in equipment, enable the 
Hart-Parr people to turn out a com¬ 
plete tractor every fifteen minutes. 

Mr. Cressman, who is the com¬ 
pany’s mechanical expert, - took charge 
of the mechanical pictures, explain¬ 
ing the workings of all paits of the J 
tractor and the best method of re-j 
pairing same, anil it was noted that 
the tractor under consideration is of j 
most simple construction and that all j 
parts are easily accessible when re-j 
pairs in the field are needed, which 
is a great consideration for the far- j 
mer. 

Another picture showed Hart-Parr 
machines doing work in the field in! 
all parts of the world, and altogether 
the instructive, and entertaining de¬ 
monstration was much appreciated 
by the good crowd in attendance. 

NEW SCHOOL DISTRICTS 

F'ifty-six new school districts were 
organized in Alberta during 1928 
bringing the total -number of districts 
in the province up to 3,497. The en¬ 
rolment of pupils is now approximate 
ly 160,000. Eighty-one new one- 
room schools and thirteen new two- 
room schools were built in country 
and village districts. An outstanding 
feature of the report of the Depart¬ 
ment of Education is the ‘marked in¬ 
crease in the number of students en¬ 
rolled for technical education, enrol¬ 
ment in the Institute - of Technology 
a*"'Calgary having reached a total of 
L745. Approximately 500 new stud¬ 
ents were enrolled during the year 
for correspondence courses. Over 
1,000 more pupils wrote the depart¬ 
mental examinations than in any pre¬ 
vious year. In the high school grades 
their success is shown by the fact 
that of all the units written 75.19 per 
cent, were passed successfully. 

According to figures recently issued 
by the Provincial Legislature,, 14,857 
more automobile licenses were issued 
in the province during 1928 than in 
1^27, being 87,221 as compared with 
72,364 in 1927. During the 15-month 
period e n, ii n g March 31st, 1928, 307 
companies were incorporated with a 
capital of $27,809,120. ■ I
